APPROPRIATE, BROAD RANGE OF POLITICAL-MILITARY QUESTIONS 
BEARING ON BILATERAL RELATIONSHIP, PRIORITIES OF ECEVIT 
GOVERNMENT AND ITS LONGEVITY PROSPECTS, G RE EK -TURKISH 
RELATIONS, AND TURKISH GOVERNMENT'S GENERAL FOREIGN POLICY 
AND DEFENSE ORIENTATION.
